A Word To School Patrons. 

The attention of the people interest- 
•il in school is called to Article XIV, 
Section 4521 of the Common School law 
with regard to compulsory ediicstton, 
an extract from which is quoteii below: 
•'Every parent, guanlisn or other per- 
son in the SUte of Kentucky, having 
the control of any child or children be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 14 shall be re- 
quired to send such child or children 
annually, at least eight weeks of which 
attendance shall he consecutive, to 
some public or private day or night 
school for children. ” The penalty for 
violation of the shove law is a forfeit- 
ure of the use of the schools in the city, 
of a sum not lest than $.5 nor more than 
$20 for the first offense and not less 
than f 10 nor more than $5(i for the sec- 
ond and every subse<|uent offense and 
costs of the suit. 

Section 417H, Art. .\, also states that 
the trustees may admit into t graded 
e tmmon school, children who do not re- 
side in the district or i»ersons over the 
eominnn school age, on such terms and 
conditions and u|sin payment of such 
tuition and other fees as they may deem 
proper. 

Here it may he well to state the fees 
in the .“Stanford Graded .School; Prima- 
ry De|>artnient, 115 per year; Interme- 
diate Dejiartment, $2u {>er year. High 
School De|>artment, |5|>er month; Art. 
12 per month. Deiiuctions subject to 
rules in catalogue. 

Section 4l7:i, Art. X, has the follow- 
ing to sav: The trustees of a graded 
common school may adopt such by-laws 
and rules for control, government and 
management of the schools in their re- 
spective districU as they may deem 
nsceasary. 

We quote the following from recent 
regulations of Stanford Graded School: 

No (Hipil will be advanced who fails 
in any three subjects of the curriculum. 
All (Hipils who wish to enter must staml 
the examinations rei|uired of them by 
the teacher in charge. This msy lie 
oral or written. No pupil of the school 
is advanced who fails to take the reg- 
ular term end examinations, until ex- 
amined by teacher in charge. These 
items are published that the patrons 
may have a more perfect understanding 
of the duties required. Thoroughness 
is our aim and without strict observ- 
ance of rules and regulations it can not 
be satisfactorily secured. Patrons are 
inviteil to visit the school from time to 
tinte and see the character of work 
done. School will open Monday morn- 
ing.
